Plaster Trade,—We were last evening fa- 
voured with a St. Johns N. B. Gazette, of 
the 5th inst. containing the proclamation of 
the province president of New-Brunswick, 
and the act which is now in force relative to 
the Plaster Trade.

Died at Uxbridge, June, 1816, aged 63 years, 
Joan Hvtt1, a native of that 
the Society of Friends. He was truly a friend 
to the whole of bit species. Having many years 
since retired {rom his trade of a meal maa, he 


devoted himself to works of charity and benevo- | 


lence. Witnessiug thé frequent abuse of public 
charities, be coutiuuaily entreated his acquain- 
* tances to do all the good in their power whi'e lé- 
ing. and not trast to posterity. Besives contri. 
buting largely to the wants of the poor Ghat came 
to his immediate knowledge, he subscribed libe- 
tally to most of the institutious whose objects are 
to administer to the'temporal wants or the ete: : 
nal interests of our fellow creatures, appropriating 
2 large portion ef his income (which was oonsider- 


place. and one of 
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able) to.those purposes. He felt indignant wliet 
told of any of his friends dying wealthy, saying; 
a “Christian bad uo business to die rich.” He 
was particularly active in procuring petitions 
from the town and its vicinity, for the abolition 
of the Slave Trade; and again, lately, to prevent 
its renewal by the present government of France. 
It was principally to his exertions that his town 
is indebted for a free school for boys, on the 
laneasterian plan, which was established in 1809, 
and an Auxiliary Bible Society ,in 1810. His 
known iatezrity, and the simplicity of his man- 
ners, fitted him for a peace maker—a_ character 
to which his uniform conduct eminently entitled 
him. All who were acquainted with him agree 
that he possessed the rare talent of givfug advice 
on the most delicate points, and ta the most op- 
pasite characters,. without offending. Many 
have tasted his bounty in various ways, though 
his constant efforts to concea! benevolent acts, 
have, in numerous instances, prevented its com- 
ing to the knowledge even of his most intimate 
friends. The writer of this was privy to many 
of his anonymous gifts. [oa word, treading iu 
the footsteps of bis Divine Master, he ‘ went 
about doing good’? All are persuaded his !oss is 
irreparable, and that they shall never see * his 
like again.’* The interment of his remains took 
place on Friday the 21st of June, at the Friends’ 
Burial Ground, in the presence of a more nume- 
rous asseinbly than was ever known there on a 
similar oceasion, amounting to several hundred 
persons, amongst whom were some of the gentry 
and neighbouring clergy, besides several dissent- 
ing minist ers.
